Britain reports hitting Argentine ship 


LONDON. — A British warship at- 
tacked an Argentine surfacé vessel 
in the Falklands yesterday and may 
have blown it up in ἃ third day of 
military action around the 
Argentine-held islands, the Defence 
Ministry reported. 

The ministry did not identify the 
vessel and said the attack took place 
in carly morning darkness in 
Falkland Sound, the narrow chan- 
nel between the main islands of East 
and West Falkland. 

Military sources believed the ves- 
sel was an Argentine patrol boat, 


which could have a crew of between - 


12 and 20 men.

The fraqi view of the situation, 
however, was rather different. 
Iraq’s military command said its 
forces had killed 6,722 Iranians and 
destroyed 106 tanks and one 
helicopter in the last 24 hours of 
fighting. 

Iraqi warplanes and helicopter 
gunships made 206 sorties north of 
Khorramshahr and west of the 
Karun river, scoring direct hits, in- 
flicting heavy losses and returning 
safely to base, according to a com- 
mand communique carried by the 
Iraq News Agency. 

The communique put Iraqi losses 
at just 214 men killed during the fast 
two days and 48 tanks destroyed 
since May 5. 

Iran and Iraq yesterday said their 
forces fought fierce battles outside 
Khorramshahr, where analysts say 
the outcome of the 19-month Per- 
sian Gulf war is likely to be decided. 

Each side said in official com- 
muniques that the other had 
mounted assaults that were repulsed 
on Khorramshahr's northern and 
western approaches. 

Teheran radio and a dispatch 
released by INA, both government- 
controlled, said the fighting raged 
during the pre-dawn ‘hours yester- 


counts of who was winning. 

There were indications, though, 
that yesterday's battles were par- 
ticularly fierce.

Egypt playing hard-to-get with Arab states

Egypt is in no hurry to effect a 

rapprochement with those Arab 
countries that severed: ties with it 
following the 1979 peace treaty with 
Israel, President Hosni Mubarak 
has stated again.,Any such rap- 
prochnent will have to be on 
Egypt's terms, he said. 

Tn an interview published yester- 
day in the opposition Cairo weekly 
a@-Shaab, Mubarak rejected the idea 
of Egypt's attending any summit in 
an Arab capital unless those states, 
that broke with Cairo first agreed to 
Ttestore diplomatic relations. 

“My pride and honour is part of 
Egypt's, and I canpot attend any 
summit conference simply to ex- 
change insults,” he said. 

Several moderate Arab states, in- 
cluding Jordan, Morocco and Saudi 


Arabia,-have indicated their desire 
to mend fences with Cairo since the 
Sinai withdrawal, but Egypt says it 
cannot acept their condition that it 
first renounce its commitment to 
Camp David. ee 
This demand has been heard less 


* and less frequently in recent weeks. 


Arab moderates, alarmed by Iraq's 
latest setbacks in the Gulf War, are 
pursuing with a new sense of 
urgency their efforts to bring Egypt 
back into the Arab fold. 


Last week, both Jordan and . 


Sudan called for the eonvening of 
an Arab summit with Egypt's par- 
ticipation, apparently as a first con- 
crete move in the direction of ἃ 
testoration of ties. © 

But Mubarak, in yesterday's ὅ- 
Shagab interview, appears to have 
turned thumbs down on this ap- 
proach. . 


Actording to agency reports, 
Mubarak's rejection of a summit 
applied to the planned Organization 
of African Unity summit in Tripoli 
next July, the non-Aligned Summit 
in Baghdad next September and the 
as-yet-unscheduled Arab League 
summit in Fez. 


Meanwhile, Sultan Qaboos of 
Oman yesterday concluded a four- 
day visit to Cairo and left unex- 
pectedly for Jordan instead of 
returning home as planned. 


The last-minute change in 
schedule was not explained, but it 
has a raised speculation that 
Qaboos’ stopover in Jordan ‘might 
be related to his efforts to spur on 
Egypt's reconciliation with the 
Arabs — believed to have been 
among the main purposes of his 
Cairo visit.

The 200 dignitaries, including 
President Yitzhak Navon, Pnme 
Minister Menachem Begin, Foreign 
Minister Yitzhak Shamir, Defence 
Minister Ariel Sharon, the two chief 
tabbis and assorted ministers and 
officials, were ferried to the site by a 
Fleet of six or seven Perms 
They were greeted by a lively group 
-of ef) ‘demonstrators, dressed in 
flowing “Bar-Kochba-style” white 
sheets and brandishing makeshift 
wooden weapons, who described 
themselves as “completely non- 
political lovers of. the Land of 
Israel.” - 


The protestors chanted and sang 
mocking ditties about the burial 
ceremony, which they called 
“wasteful” and “destructive of 
nature,” and described their own 
light hearted demonstration as “a 
parody of a parody.” 

When the guests later departed 
along the dusty tracks, the bulidoz- 
ing of which bad contributed to the 
reported 155 million cost of the 
ceremony, the demonstrators

Chief Rabbi Shlomo Goren, who 
earned the enmity of the country’s 
archeologists last summer when he 
led the orthodox campaign against 
the City of David archeological dig 
in Jerusalem, at yesterday's 
ceremony praised the archeologists’ 
1960 expedition of discovery in the 
Dead Sea area caves, which had 
turned up the Bar-Kochba letters 
and various imptements belonging to 
his followers, as well as the 
skeletons interred in yesterday's 
ceremony. 

“There is no between 
halacha and archeology, 


proclaimed Goren, saying that he 
had coordinated this statement in 
advance with i Chief Rabbi 
Ovadia Yosef. “The archeologists 
need only to respect Aalacha and

The 25 skeletons, distributed 
among four flag-draped pinewood 
coffins, one containing skulls, 
another hands, a third legs, and the 
fourth bones of the torso, were each 
carried by six IDF comais from the 
different services before being slow- 
ly lowered into a mass grave dug 
into the ochre earth of the clifftop.

One-day strike paralyzes 
country’s three ports

HAIFA. ~— The Marine Officers 
Union stopped ship traffic in the 
country’s three ports all day yester- 
day by calling the port pilots out on 
a 24-hour warning strike. It also 
struck the coal unloading works at 

the Hadera off-shore. pier. 

The union said that it called the 
strike to stop “uaorganized work” 
in the Hadera pilotage and to 
protest the Ports Authority’s refusal 
to negotiate new wage contracts for 
the pilots, 


At a press conference yesterday, 
union secretaries Captain Ephraim 
Marcovitz and Chief 
Engineer Shlomo Elimor said 
the Transport Ministry's Shipping 
and Harbour Division had πιϊεά 
that due to the special bad weather 
risks at the off-shore pier in Hadera, 
(which started operating 10 days 
ago) a qualified pilot must stay on 
board the coal ship unloading there 
round-the-clock for the duration of 
the unloading. . 


For this purpose, “at least” two 


qualified pilots must be employed by 
the Hadera port management, the 
union secretaries said, and insisted 
that these be appointed by public 
tender. 

They stressed this was a stop-gap 
demand, until a permanent port 
management would be appointed at 
Hadera, now run on a tempo 
basis jointly by the Electric Cor- 
poration and the Harbour Division. 
They warned that if their demands 
are not met, they would take action 
against the ships carrying coal for 
the Electric Corporation both here 
and abroad. 

Ports Authority spokesman 
Micha Halevy told The Jerusalem 
Post that the Authority was con- 
sidering issuing emergency back-to- 
work orders to the pilots to prevent 
further losses to shipowners. The 
Hadera dispute, he said, was not the 
Authority’s concern. As to wage 
negotiations, these were being pur- 
‘sued on a national level, under 
Finance Ministry guidelines.

DIRECTOR Helmer Ῥογηβοῖσα 
says he has no intention of skipping 
the gruesome details of the story, 
but the film will not be another 
Holocaust epic. “If I were to do this 
thing in earnest, people would go 
out of the cinema and comnit 
suicide.” 

Executive producer Abraham 
Lewenstein says it will be a 
dramatic. film, “completely true” to 
fact, though not using avy 
documentary footage, His staff in- 


terviewed over 100 witnesses to the 
events the film describes, and the 
script is based on over a million 
pages of documentation. 

The U.S. State Department has 
withheld some documents relating 
to the Wallenberg case “for 
national security reasons.” Lewens- 
tein speculates that they contain the 
names of American agents 
operating in the Soviet Union. 

The movie stars a relatively un- 
known Swedish actor, Per Mattson, 
who recently appeared in Ingmar: 
Bergman's Fanny and Alexander and 
who bears a close resemblance to 
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the diplomat-hero. 

He will be surrounded by a con- 
stelJation of “international actors,” 
says producer Lewenstein, adding 
that the film will not be a war spec- 
tacle, but a “human story.” He 
ruled out Budapest as 2 location 
because of costs, and also because 
many of the weapons necessary as 
props for the war scenes were im- 
possible to obtain in Hungary. 

Although the film should be 
ready by next May, Trans Cinema 
will not release it until November, 
1983, in anticipation of the “holiday 
market,” a seasonal peak time for

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Property & Building Corp. ᾿ 
prospers despite hard times

TEL AVIV. — The building in- 
dustry in 1981 was marked by in- 
Creased competition and decreased 
buyer demand, yet Property & 
Building had sharply higher profits, 
which | attribute to its choice of 
locations and quality of work, Dov 
Tadmor, the company's managing 
director told The Post this week. 


A review of P & B's financial 
results last year shows a rapid 
growth in earnings. Net profits were 
IS118.3 million as compared with 
1840.4m. the previous year, an in- 
crease of 193 per cent in nominal 
terms. In real terms the increase 
was 45,3 per cent. 


Net earning per share in real 
terms were 37 per cent. That year 
shareholders equity in the company 
advanced to [S256m. from IS79m, 
the preceding year. Assets also rose 
markedly and stood at 18594.5m. at 
the end of 1981, an increase of more 
than 143 per cent. 

P & B's income is chiefly derived 
from the construction of residential 
apartments and office building. Ad- 
ditional income stems from the ren- 
tal of about 1.7 million sq. ft, of in- 
dustrial and commercial buildings 
and offices, The company also 
receives income from the export of 


citrus crops. 

About two years ago P & B en- 
tered into what was then termed the 
“real estate deal of the decade." 
The company made an agreement 
to develop a large plot of land in 
Ramat Gan, commonly known as 
Pardes Margoshes. The first stage of 
building has already begun. The 
Merom Naveh project is planned by 
architect Ya'acov Rechter an Israel, 
Prize winner, and includes more 
than [,000 housing units and office 
space, 


Two major subsidiaries of Ρ & B, 


Yakim Development and Naveh 
Construction, have been responsi- 
ble for such successful projects as 
Naveh Avivim and Ramat Naveh. 

Bayside Land Corporation, one 
of the country’s oldest real estate 
companies and today among the 
largest dealing with the construc- 
tion and renting of industrial and’ 
commercial buildings, holds about 
1.5 million sq. ft. of floor space. The 
company has a reserve of Jand of 
more than 1,000 dunams in various 
industrial centres. Its net income 
from rentals showed a striking rise 
in 1981. Bayside was acquired by P 
& Bin 1970. Nearly four years ago it 
went public, 

Over the past five years earnings 
of P & B have grown 26 times and 
the earnings per share 14 times.

Road. to nowhere 


FOR THE PAST several weeks this country has been engaged in a 
relentless little war with the Palestinians in Judea, Sainaria and Gaza . 
— the very same people who are supposed to be the beneficiaries of 


From all but official reports the image of this ‘little war has | 
emerged as nasty, brutish and hopeless. The war is being fought with 
rocks and bottles and burning tyres by Arab women, children and 
youths and with live ammunition and collective 
punishment by the army and border police and vigilante action by 
local settlers. The Israeli side is under considerable provocation. Its 
response, however, is humiliating, violent and indeed lethal rather 
than measured and purposeful. Standing orders that enjoin strict dis- 
cipline have not been altered. But practice belies them. 

Rumours of the daily savagery in the territories has so far spread 
largely by word of mouth. Now these rumours have been given ex- 
plicit substance by a group of six reserve officers who recounted their 
own version at a press conference organized by Peace Now in 
Jerusalem on Monday. It was depressing when it was not hair-raising. . ' 

A reserve officer in the infantry put it bluntly. “We are,” he said, 
“gradually losing our humanity. The local population are becoming 
objects in our eyes — at best mere objects, at worst something to be 


Despite the apparent authenticity of the officers’ protests, it is 
doubtful whether they will move the majority of Israelis. Many may 
even credit the initial anonymous reaction from the Defence. 
Ministry, that the charges were “groundiess.”” If not actually ground- 
less, most Israelis are likely to view them as arrelevant to stark 
necessity. A public opinion poll has just found three Israelis out of 
four to believe that the measures adopted by the army in the: 


Perhaps the number would have been somewhat smaller if the 
measures were attributed not to the army but directly to the govern- 
ment. But probably not very much smaller. For the general feeling is 
that the Palestinians, like all Arabs, only understand the language of 
force. They must, therefore, be handled forcefully. 

But this was not the understanding with which Defence Minister 
Sharon assumed his post last August. One of Mr. Sharon's very first 
initiatives was to launch a personal campaign to convince Palestinian 
leaders in the territories to join the autonomy negotiating process. 
Guidelines went out to the security and administrative personnel on 
how nor to offend the local population, which was said to be mostly 

peaceful. The purpose was to create an atmosphere conducive to a 


Since then it has been downhill all the way. For Mr. Sharon haé left 
no doubt in Palestinian minds that the mooted dialogue could only be 
based on the autonomy premises as laid down by the government, 
These meant that the territories were Israel's inalienable patrimony 
from which a Palestinian state or, for that matter, the Kingdom of 
Jordan, was to be entirely excluded. The theme of the dialogue then, 
was to be the ways in which the local population could facilitate the 
translation into practice of the design for Greater Eretz Yisrael. 

Not unexpectedly, few takers have been found among the Palesti- 
Sirenidus ‘Efforts to find some who would do 
Israel's bidding, have mainly promoted tension. Measures taken to 
loosen the PLO's grip have helped revive extremism. Stones started 
flying, and Mr. Sharon’s pledge last November to allow not a single 
one of them is still to be made good. 

Of course, it could easily be: made good if Israe] were not Israel 
but, say, Syria, which just recently subdued a rebellious community 
in Hama through wholesale massacre. Fortunately, Israel is still it- 
self, Yet in the scale of Israeli values the measures adopted by the 
army, in implementation of government policies, in Judea, Samaria 
and Gaza, are brutal — and, no less offensively, they are self- 


It is a heavy price to pay for a hopeless war. 


ARMED with a list of 

1,600 distinctive Jewish 

names, and with skills in 
Hebrew, Yiddish and Russian, 
researchers recently conducted a 
unique “Jewish census” survey and 
determined that Jews constitute 
15.8 per cent of New York's 7 mil- 
lion people. 

There were more than 1.1 million 
Jewish people in New York City and 
an additional 555,000 in the sub- 
urban counties of Nassau, Suffolk 
and Westchester in 1980, according 
to the census report released this 
month by the Federation of Jewish 
Philanthropies. 

The researchers, Paul Ritterband 
of City College and Steven Cohen 
of Queens College, said the number 
of Jews in New York has declined 
since 1970, but their unique 
methods made it impossible to com- 
pare their results to earlier studies, 

The American Jewish Yearbook 
said there were 2.4 million Jews in 
the eight-county metropolitan area 
in 1970. But yearbook co-editor 
David Singer said the figure was 
only an educated guess. 

“Nobody knows how many Jews 
live in New York City,” he said. 

Federation officials concede the 
number of Jews in New York has 
declined since 1970, but they con- 
tend the drop mirrored the general 
drop in the city’s white, non- 
Hispanic population, just as they 
did 12 years ago.

Sir, — I am writing in reply to the 
letter from F.E. Auberbach, of 
Johannesburg, South Africa, con- 
cerning Mr. Ali Awad al-Jamal 
(April 29). While it is not my usual 
practice to reply to letters published 
in . newspapers, the seriousness of 
the allegations has prompted me to 
review the matter and prepare this 
response. 

Mr. Jamal was detained in May

The 
purpose of such administrative 
detention is to prevent hostile and 
vidlent acts in ices where 
normal judicial procedures cannot 
be followed because of the danger 
to the lives of witnesses or because 
the secret sources of information 
cannot be revealed in court. Even 
closed sessions would be of no avail 
in this respect, as the secret infor- 
mation would in any case have to be 
disclosed to the accused or his 
counsel, 

This procedure constitutes a 
necessarily delicate balance 
between judicial and security re- 


quirements. Evidence of the care 
with which this balance is handled is 
provided by the fact that, out of a 
million and a quarter Arabs in the 
administered areas, not -one is cur- 
rently under administrative deten- 
tion. By comparison, when we were 
a community of 600,000, 4,000 Jews 
were at one time detained by the 
British Mandatory authorities. 

In accordance with tlie above 
order, Mr. Jamal appeared 
periodically before an Appeals 
Committee presided over. by a 
judge. In cach case, the Appeals 
Committee confirmed the detention 
order after being satisfied that Mr. 
Jamal did indeed constitute a 
serious danger to security and that, 
even while in detention, he con- 
tinued to maintain his terrorist con- 
nections.
